OR AGAINST PARTY 


Wickersham Tells Hamilton 
€lub Running with Hares 
and Hunting with 

~ Hounds Must Stop. 


ASKS WEST’S LOYALTY. 


Attorney General, in Defense of 
Administration, Denies the 
Right of Foes to Re- 
publicanism. 


George W. Wickersham, attorney general 
of the United States, speaking for his chief, 
William Howard Taft, last night, presented 
to the insurgent west. as represented by the 
Hamilton club of Chicago, a comprehensive, 
defiant defense of the present administration. 
And he concluded with the follewing warn- 
ing or appeal that reminded many of those 
at the banquet of the scriptural words: “ He 
who is not with me is against me: 

“I speak to an assembly of loyal hepub- 
licans. I am sure I voice your theught when 
I say the time of running with the hare 
and hunting with the hounds is over and 
jevery one must choose whether or not he ig 
for the president and the Republican party. 
He that ‘hath no stomach to the fight’ let 
him depart. Treasoh has ever consisted in 
giving aid and comfort to the enemy. If any 
one wishes to join the Demecratic party let 
him do so. But let Him not claim to be a 
Republican and in and out of season work to 
defeat Republican measures and to subvert 
the influence of the Republican president. 


Setting Is Spectacular. 

The setting wag spectacular, the big gold 
room of the Congress hoté!, decorated with 
many large American flags, with paintings 
of Grant and Lee, and with a striking repro- 
duction of a war time battle scene. Before 
he spoke he heard the claims of the south 
and the west presented by United States 
Judge Emory Speer of Macon, Ga., and Gov. 
Adolph O. Eberhardt of Minnesota, the lat- 
ter contrasting with a wealth of statistics 
the importance of the New Eugland states 
and New York with the rest of the north. 
‘The first two speakers, President George 
W. Dixon, who presided, and Gen. F. D. 
Grant, who spoke shortly, drew not ond 
applause but cheers from the audience, even 
when presenting, as did Judge Speer, the 
arguments of secession and state's rights. 
And Mr. Wickersham was launched with this 
laudatory telegram from President Ta., re- 
ceived during the banquet: 


I felicitate the Hamilton club on Appo- 
mattox day on having the pleasure of 
listening to Attorney General Wicker- 
sham, whom I regard most highly as a 
member of my administration and as a 
most efficient aid in enforcing the law and 


| devising much needed remedial legisla - 


tion. 

Yet the elaborate address of the attorney 
general of the United States drew little ap- 
plause. The orator, however, did not attempt 
spellbinding, either in form or delivery, but 
relied upon direct argument. 


Claims for Administration.

A dosen other important platform pledges 
were reviewed and diaposed of with the state- 
ment that they had been recommended in 
special messages to congress and were now 
dependent on the action of that body, not on 
that of the president and his advisers. 


Charges of Treason to Party. 

The fact that the banquet was in commem- 
oration of Appomattox day gave occasion for 
parallels between Taft and Grant and Taft 
and Lincoln, with a degree of eloquénce, and 
the consideration of the conduct of the in- 
surgents moved the speaker to scornful! quo- 
tations from Henry V.,“ charges of treason 
to the party, and a glowing tribute to the 
administration of which he is a part. 

For the most part, however, oratorica) 
flights and dramatic climaxes were dispensed 
with and an appeal made to reason and judg- 
ment by a carefully conetructed, well con- 
nected argument, a typical lawyer's brief, re- 
plete with citations, facts, statistics, and 
authorities. 

He declared that every pledge made by the 
Republican party had been fulfilled as far as 
it lay in the power of the administration to 
fulfill it, and in support of this thesis touched 
to a greater or less extent on practically 
every matter of legislative or executive pol- 
icy that has been a matter of controversy.

CRASH ON WESTERN AVENUE. 


Passenger Hurt When Freeport Special 
Jumps the Traek. 


Running on to a spread rail at S rate 
of forty miles an hour, the west bound 
Preepert epecial” of the Chicago and 
Northwestern railroad was wrecked at West- 
ern avenue yesterday afternoon. The train 
was crowded with passengers and many of 
them were injured, but none seriously. 

The engine and baggage cars passed over 
the defective rail in safety, but the rear cars 
jumped the tracks and tore up the rails for 
over 100 feet. The café car turned partly 
over.

PATRIOTISM IS THE THEME. 


Caruso at His Best; Whole Performance 
Pleases.

Further revision of the rules ad precedents 
that have hitherto shapéé managerial poll 
cies in presenting grand Dpera to the public 
of Chicago is now necessitated by the sur- 
prising circumstance that the frst novelty 
of the Metropolitan opera comipany’s fea- 
son attracted the largestijmidlencé that has 


assembled at the Auditerium since opening | 


night. ' 

Franchetti’s “ Germania,” which came to 
hearing at yesterday’s matinées for the first 
time in Chicago, amply rewarded the public's 
curiosity, though there had been little to stim- 
late interest in its production beyond the 
statement that it contained Caruso's favorite 
role and had been produced at his special 
request. This seems to have sufficed, how- 
ever, for the artists faced a gathering of com- 
tor table proportions, a fact that may interest 
the New York critics, who united in '‘unfavor- 
able estimate of the work. 5 ‘ 

It is @ pleasure to be able to indorse the 
estimate of the public most emphatically. 
The opera deserves the success it undoubt- 
edly achieved yesterday. It owes this suc- 
cess chiefly to the libretto, which treats the 
ever sympathetic theme of patriotism, a most 
welcome variation from the turgid tales of 
murder, intrigue, and maritel’infidelity that 
are characteristic of Italian opera. Ger- 
mania" does not quite escape this stigma. 
There ie a love interest of the usual illicit 
yariety. But it is merely incidental. 


Patriotism the Basic Idea. 


The basic motive of the plot is love of 
country. Its scenes are the stirring ones of 
political intrigue, of self-sacrificing devotion 
to the cause of oppressed Germany. 

Its tragedy is the grim tragedy of war, its 
climax the battlefield of Leipsic, with the 
hero dying of his wounds, the heroine weep- 
ing beside him, and the villain expiating his 
gins in the defense of the flag, the torn and 
stained folds of which he chutches in his 
lifeless hand, while in the distance the de- 
feated hosts of Napoleon pass in dim review 
before the fading Mght of the setting sun. 

The composer has sought to introduce Ger- 
man feeling into his music by the employ- 
ment of some of the folk and student songs 
of that nation. The orchestral prelude is 
based upon these themes, and they are sketch- 
ily suggested in the first act. But, like the 
love interest, they are mere incidents of the 
seore, which is frankly Italian in its constant 
melodic flow. 

There js some obvious effort at orchestral 
realism in the Introduction to the epilogue, 
but it is intrusted chiefly to the percussion 
instruments and is devoid of melodic idea. 
Likewise the big scene at the close of the seo- 
ond act owes its effectiveness to the stirring 
incidents enacted upon the stage rather than 
to musical symbolism that accompanies 
them rather noisily. 


Music Unlike Italian Opera. 

The melody is of the uncharacteristic va- 
riety that one so frequently finds in Italian 
opera, strong popular prejudice to the con- 
trary notwithstanding. It is neither the ex- 
pression of a strong musical personality, nor 


} does it possess national characteristics, un- 


less one accept its general lack of definite- 
ness as such. It ie pleasing, not unworthy, 
not too deep, and one might thus sum up the 
musical values of the opera. 

The performance was again of that superlg- 
tive merit that one has come to expect when 
Toscanini presides in the conductor’s stand. 
All that could be extracted from the score 
in point of orchestral color and variety was 
prought to hearing. All that careful and 
tasteful stage Management could accom- 
plish was added to the effectiveness of the 
performance. §

Pachydermatous American Citi- 
zen Impervious to Politeness.

SO PROF. GOODE DECLARES. 


Bad Manners Are the Rule Rather Than 
Exception at Banquets. 


“If culture could be attached to the point 
of a javelin you couldn’t force it through 
the pachydermiatous hide of the average 
American.“ (Pachyderm—An order of mam 
mals distinguished for their thick skin, in- 
cluding the elephant, hippopotamus, and hog. 
— Webster.) 

That is the estimate Prof. J. Paul Goode, 
teacher of geology at the University of Chi- 
cago, puts on the chance of true politeness 
to percolate to the inner recesses of his fel- 
low citizens. He had the conviction thor- 
oughly ground into him, he said, during the 
time he acted as escort to the Japanese com- 
missioners on their recent tour of America. 

Prof. Goode’s indignation boiled over Fri- 
day night in a lecture he gave at the Art 
institute, where he spoke of the significance 
of the visit of the Japanese. Yesterday he 
went further into details as to what he meant. 

“I. dislike to et into print on the sub- 
Jet.“ he said, “ because all the yellow news- 
papers in the country will misquote and mis- 
represent me. But I am willing, in spite of 
that, to voice my disgust at the treatment 
accorded the Japanese visitors. That disgust 
extends to the treatment accorded almost 
anybody who attempts to speak at an Ameri- 
can banquet. : 


BRudeness Shown at Banquets. 

“In our tour of the cogntry when the 
Japanese commissioners were here we vis- 
ited practically every large city in the coun- 
try, and in only three places—Washington, 
Indianapolis, and St. Louis—were the distin- 
guished Japanece shown anything that re- 
sembied politeness. In those cities alone did 
those who sat at the banquet table reveal 
gentiemanly instincts. In most of the other 
cities — Philadelphia in particular — we em 
countered such boorishness and utter lack 
of breeding that I wes surprised and dis- 
gusted.” 

Asked to what causes he attributed this 
lack of culture, Prof. Goode\said he had 
made no attempt to explain it. 

“Primarily u goes back to our homes,” he 
said. “In many American homes children 
are not taught to pay respectful attention 
when others are speaking. And if they fail to 
learn that cardinal precept of culture when 
they are young it\is impossible to.punch it 
through their thick Skins when they grow 
old. 

Culture Shown by Japanese. 

“The Japanese are people of culture and 
refinement. No better evidence of this ever 
was shown than their attitude toward those 
who @ grossly abused them while they were 
here. At the banquets we attended a large 
proportion of the diners talked and joked and 
whispered among themgelvee while the vig- 
itors.- were speaking, and although those 
speakers were secretly disgusted they did 
not convey by word or sign that they had no- 
ticed anything wrong. Not even among 
themselves did they talk about it. There 
could be no truer test of true culture than 
that. 

“A Speaker at a banquet or anywhere else 
is entitled to respectful attention, and it 
some are present who are unwilling or unable 
to accord him that much they should leave 
the room as quietly as possible.”

COAL ROAD ACTION: EXTENDED? 
Department of Justice Said to Be Pre- 


paring Action Against Alleged 
Combines in Middle West. 


Washington, D. C., April 9.—[Special. }— 
The department of justice is preparing to 
take action against the soft coal carrying 
| railroads of the middle west. The attention 
drawn to the subject in Attorney General 
Wickersham's speech in Chicago tonight has 
resulted in the disclosure here of the fact that 
the department has not secured. evidence 
enough to bring action against the roads, but 
is endeavoring to find all facts beating upon 
a possible combination in restraint of trade, 
or a violation of the commodities clause of 
the Hepburn rate law. | 

“The department has under preparation 
a proceeding sgainst a similar .combination 
affecting bituminous coal,” said the attorney 
general after ‘discussing the proceeding 
against the hard coal carriers. believed to 
de equally reprehensible in its character. 

Officials in the department of justice dis- 
cuss the attorney general's statement with 
reluctance, but it is understood that the in- 
vestigation has been going on for some time. 
If the combination among the roads hauling. 
soft coal is found to be unassailable under 
the Sherman anti-trust law, action will prob- 
ably be taken under the commodities clause 
of the rate law, which prohibits railroads 
from owning the commodities which they 
transport. The investigations have tended

Celestial Visitor Will Rise at. 4 
O'Clock Tomorrow Morning. 


LOOK FOR IT IN THE EAST. 


Opera or Field Glasses May Be Needed 
if Atmosphere Is Hazy. 


Halley's comet will make its appearance in 
the sky at dawn tomorrow after four weeks’ 
absence in its tour around the sun. It mag. 
be seen with the naked eye if the sky is clear. 

The comet will come into view at 4a. m. at 
the same point at which the sun will rise one 
hour and eighteen minutes later. It Will be 
well for observers to be provided with fleld or 
opera glasses, which will be needed if the air 
is hazy. 

It will rise to a height of twenty: degrees 
above the horizon before its radiance begins 
to be lost in the daylight as the rim of the 
sun comes into view. 


Nearest Sun on April 19. 

This height gradually will be increased 
from day to day, ae the comet is traveling 
more than 100,000 mileé an hour. It reaches 
it perihelion, or point nearest the sun, on 
April 19 and begins to ewing back east. 

The phase of the comet's visit now opening 
is pronounced the most important scientific 
evem of the twentieth century. The most 
eager of the watchers that await its reap- 
pearance ere the astronomers. Many theories 
already have been upset by the observations 
of it that have been made. At Yerkes ob- 
gervatory the last four weeks have been de- 
voted to calculations and to tuning up the 
fhetruments to record the expected phenom- 
ena of this month. 


Mystery Still Is Unsolved. . 

None of the scientists has ventured to pre- 
dict with certainty what aspect it will pre- 
sent when it comes into view. 

On its last visit to our sky, three-quarters 
of a century ago, it was an object of super- 
stitious terror,” said Prof. E. B.. Frost of 
Yerkes observatory. Comets alwaye have 
been held by the masses to be the percursors 
of wars and plagues. They actually have 
deen the means of producing these calami- 
tles through the ferment they have aroused 
in the minds of the superstitious. 

Less terrible now, it is not less mysteri- 
ous. The célestial wanderer, a fragment of 
primal chaos, rushing across the heavens 
from unknown space must always be an ¢d- 
ject of awe to thoughtful men.“

Here in Search of Mother. 


ABANDONED IN HER INFANCY 


Beliéves Parent She Never Saw Is Vic- 
tim of a Cruel Wrong. 


Islyn Astrup is in Chbago on a strange 
quest. Indeed, she has almost exhausted this 
city as a fleld of her activities, and in a week 
or so, if not tomorrow. she will start for 
Seattle to pursue her errand. 

She is here looking for her mother, whom 
she never has seen. She has come directly 
from France, from Norway indirec*ly. in re- 
sponse to a strange message. which she re- 
ceived ms dream. She is at 727 Clarendon 
avenue. 

When she was sleeping sne was visited by 
the vision of a woman who told her she would 
find her mother in Chicago—her mother, Who 
abandoned her in the fjords of Norway. 

When Islyn Astrup was 2 weeks old, she 
was found by an old woodcutter on the rocky 
shore of a fjord. She was a little puny baby, 
too weak to cry. The old woodcutter had not 
much for himself, but he took her home to 
his wife, and shared with her what he hed 
for seven years. Then he died, and Islyn 
went with his wifé tc Copenhagen, where 
they both obtained employment in the house 
of a wealthy merchant. 


Thinks Her Mother Was Wronged. 

From there she went to Paris with a French 
maid, and they came together to New York. 
Islyn has traveled because she has had inti- 
mations that her mother lives, that her moth- 
er had been wronged, and that it is not so 
much the duty as it is the privilege of this 
daughter to find her The Frerch maid as- 
sisted her because she, too, was visited by 
the messenger ir her dreams and believed in 
the message. 

It has taken two years for Islyn to progress 
as far as she has.

PAPER STRIKE LOSES GROUND 


International Company An- 
nounces Many Mills Reopen. 


* 


SAYS MEN APPLY Fok wWwokk. 


Federation Officials Said to Have Con- 
demned Walkout. 


An increased number of mills operating at 
full capacity indicated yesterday that the 
strike of papermakers against the Interna- 
tional Paper company is losing ground, 
Officials of the company sent out notices 
that the plants along the Hudson river, whieh 
were the most seriously affected by the strike, 
gradually have increased their output until 
now they are being operated at about 50 per 
cent of their capacity. 

In addition to large forces of nonunion men 
being put to work daily it it said the strikers 
are applying individually for reémployment 
on the terms of the company. The fact that 
labor officials not connected with the paper- 
makers’ organization are condemning the 
strike as lllegal and “ unwarranted ” 
has strengthened the belief that the men 
will return to work when they realize that 
the alleged strike issue is based on false 
premises. 


Statement by Joseph L. Fearing. 

Joseph L. Fearing, western manager of the 
International Paper company, gave out a 
statement authorized by the officials of the 
company at 30 Broad street, New York, to the 
effect that there no longer is any danger 
of a spread of the strike. 

“Advices from Watertown, Pierceeld, 
and other points in New York are to the 
effect that strikers are beginning to apply 
individually for reémployment by the com- 
pany,’ said he. All the union officials have 
withdrawn from Rumford Falls. 

“Shipments are being made daily from all 
the mills of the company, and there is ab- 
solutely no danger of any newspaper suffer- 
ing from a shortage of paper. 80 far no 
newspaper has failed to receive all the paper 
required. 

“Philip T. Dodge, director of the com- 
pany, who was reported to have gone to the 
mifis at Palmer and Glens Falls, N. I., to 
confer with the citizens in regard to settling 
the strike, has made a statement denying 
the report and asserting that the company 
will riot recede under any circumstances from 
the position it has taken against outside m- 
terferenee and the reémployment of the 
strikers except on its own terms.“ 


Many Strike in Sympathy. 

The strike began on March 7, when 600 
men walked out at the plant at Palmer, N. Y., 
after the officials refused to reinstate a man 
discharged for stealing felt. The men at 
other points struck in rapid succession. 

After the strike had been in progress sev- 
eral days President Carey and other strike

HORSE NIPS MOTORCYCLE COP’ 


Runaway Animal Lacerates Po- 
liceman’s Wrist; Is Stopped. 


PULLS OFFICER FROM WHEEL 


Another Bluecoat Risks His Life in 
Halting Frightened Team. 


Perils of service in Chief of Police Stew- 
ard’s new motorcyele brigade were demon- 
strated yesterday within half an hour after 
the fifteen patrolmen had received their new 
high power machines and the regulations.

Men, Women, und Children Run 
for Safety, Until Order Is 
Restored.

A stampede of twenty elephants in Ringling 
Brothers’ circus yesterday afternoon caused 
& panic among the 7,000 spectators at the 
Coliseum. Several women spectators fainted, 
one of the performers was injured, and ft was 
reported that several in the audience had re- 
ceived bruises in the rush for places of safe- 
ty away from the amphitheater. 

The excitement was caused by an elephant 
that left the ‘parade as it started into the 
Coliseum from the annex. As the beast 
neared the north end of the circle it turned 
aside and ran over to one of the rings, where 
it chased a performing horse. The rider 
jabbed his heels into the horse and raced 
around the track, followed by the elephant. 


Elephant Demolishes Fence. 

When the pachyderm reached the main en- 
trance on the Wabash avenue side it turned 
and lurched into the fence of wood, about 
three feet high, separating the track from 
a box or section containing about sixty per- 
sons. Twenty-five feet of the fence went 
down with a crash before the great beast, 
while women, children, and men rushed for 
the seats back and higher up. Throughout 
the auditorium there was wild confusion, 
shouts of men, and shrieks of-women, rush- 
ing to places of safety, for all of the ele- 
phants, following the example of the trouble 
maker, had broken ranks and were scattered 
around the rings, their trainers making des- 
perate efforts to turn their charges back into 
line. 

The circus performer +ho was injured was 
thrown by her frightened horse near the main 
entrance. Apparently dazed, she ran direct- 
ly across the track ahd on into section NN, 
where she was drawn into a box by a party 
of men and women. She was able to return 
to the dressing room. 


Parade Becomes a Mob. 


Much of the confusion inside the circus 
seats was due to the fright of the scores of 
horses. As soon as they noticed that the ele- 
phants were beyond control the equine per- 
formers snorted and ran, their riders tug- 
ging in vain at the bridle lines to restrain 
the animals. The orderly parade had become 
a mob of Roman soldiers, clowns, spangled 
women. and athletes, mingled among the 
roaming Jumbos. 

While the disorder was at its height the 
band ran from what had been the head of the 
procession, quickly grouped at the entrance, 
which was also the exit to the animal quar- 
ters in the annex, and there played martial 
airs. The music, which from that point is 
the regular accompaniment to the retreat 
from the main amphitheater, semed to aid in 
quieting the excited animals. 

Attendants finally drove the wandering ele- 
phants back into the annex, but the turns 
in which they take part at each performance 
were omitted. 

When, 
went out a file of attendants was stationed 
in front of the stretch of smashed fence and 
two policemen hustled the spectators along.

FRANCE DROPS TORPEDO BOAT 


Submarines Thought to Have 
Superseded Them in Warfare. 


AIR FLEET NOT FAVORED. 


Newspapers Seek to Force Building of 
Military Balloons. 


[SY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUN®S. )} 

PARIS, Apfil 9.—Jt is annduhced that 
France will build no more torpedo boats, 
recognizing the fact that submarines have 
superseded them in warfare. 

The present torpedo boats of the French 
navy will have entirely disappeared, it Is 
remarked, by the year 1029. Th the Mean- 
while the government is severely criticised 
almost every day because its submarine fleet 
is not developing as rapidly as those of other 
naval powers of like rank. 

There undoubtedly is in France extreme 
lukewarmness as to the naval prestige of the 
country. The appropriation fer the Son- 
struction of two Dreadnought battleships 
recently was made by parlament with the 
greatest evidence of reluctance, notWith- 


standing that they will be the first additions ; 


to the fleet of France ib a considerable num- 
ber of years. 


Air Fleet Is Withheld. 

It seems hard aiso to awaken a powerful 
enough public feeling to force the majority 
in power to provide adequately for the mili- 
tary air fleet, which will de needed in ths 
next war. 

The newspapers are full of accounts of the 
activity of Germany ih this regard in marked 
contrast With the indifferénée and almost 
inertia of France, which has at this hour 
only three dirigible war balloons, while lis 
traditional enemy has fifteen. Furthermore, 
only one of the French war balloons really is 
fit for service, 

Four more have been ordered by the minte- 
ter of war, but their size is te de restricted 
so they will fit the storage sheds already in 
existence. 


Small Faith in Aeroplanes. 

Gen. Brun is not Gredited With much faith 
in aeroplanés for military purposes at their 
present stage of development. What is be- 
ing done with machines of that, kind by the 
government may be charatterisePas merely 
a gesture of encouragement to inventors and 
builders of aeroplanes. 

A report has been circulated this week to 
the effect that Gen. Brun Will leave the war 
ministry immediately after the parllamen- 
tary eleetions.

HAS SUCCESS AT CLINIC. 


Adjusts Current at Hospital and Proves 
Theory Sound. 


[BY cant TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, April 9.—The medical sensation 
of thé week has been Dr. G. V. Massey of 
Chidagé, Who has demonstrated thé efficacy 
of his electrical treatment for the cure of 
dancer at the London Cancer hospital. 

Dr. Massey pierced cancerous tissue with 
t ine needles coated with mercury and 
then turnd off an electric current of 1,000 
miilamperes. Boon the cancer bleached and 
then shriveled. 

The needles next were placed in the healthy 
tidue Surrounding the cancer, destroying the 
outlying colonies of canter germs. The 
ines Of dissemination also Were destroyed 
and the cancer actual growth thus was 
willed and a sone of réaction was formed 
around the seat of disease. 

Dr. Massey’s demonstration wae the first 
m Which fOnic surgery had been used in 
urope. 


Resourcefulness Is Pleasing. 

What greatly pleased the distinguished sur- 
geons present at the demonstration was the 
American’s ability to overcome difficulties. 
When Dr. Massey arrived at the hospital he 
found the electrical current at the hospital 
was 240 volts, while he could use only 110. 

Dr. Massey himself instantly overcame the 
difficulty by cutting down the lamps and ar- 
ranging them in series, 60 as to reduce the 
voltage. The hospital electricians stood by 
admiring|y while the Chicagoan dettly and 
rapidly their work.

BERLIN ABARS U. 8, MUSICIANS 


Two Chicagoans Give Brilliant 
Recitals in German City. 


IOWA AND INDIANA SOORE. 


In Spite of Excellent Showing Teutons 
Remain Skeptical.

(SPECIAL CABLE TO CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
BERLIN, April 9.~INinois, Indiana, and 

Iowa musicians figured conspicuously in to- 
night's programs, which practically brought 
the Berlin concert season of 1908-10 to a 
close. 

Augusta Cottlow, a brilliant young Chi- 
cago pianiste, fresh from a trlumphal tour 
of London and other English cities, gave a 
successful recital of Beethoven to a smal) 
audience, including the staff of the American 
embassy. 

Another talented Chicagoan, Miss Dorothy 
North, at the same hour was singing a pro- 
gram of songs composed by Otto Miessner of 
Connorsville, Ind., who was himself at the 
plano, at thé studio of the American com- 
poser, Prof. Stillman Killy. 

At the famous Philharmonie hall Edwin B. 
Schevé, organist and theory teacher at Grin- 
neil college, Ia., was leading Germany's pre- 
mier orchestral organization (Prof. Arthur 
Niktsch's Berlin Philharmonie players), in 
Scheve's oWn Oratdério of the death and res- 
urrectlon of Christ. This event was notable 
because it was the most ambitious orchestral 
performance ever attempted in Berlin by an 
Americefi eond uetor.

TWO SYMPHONIES OF MOZART 
ARE DISCOVERED IN BERLIN. 


Archives of Royal Library Are Hid- 
ing Place of Treasures for Over a Cen- 


tury.

BERLIN, April 9.—Followifg elose upon 
the discovery at Jena of the hitherto un- 
known symphony of Beethoven comes the 
anhounééement ot the resurréction of two 
tymphonic scores from the youthful pen of 
Mozart. When Kochel, the celebrated com- 
puer of Mozart works, was making his eata- 
logue he could “only find the opening bars 
of ten Mozart symphonies, the full scores of 
which had in some way gone mysteriously 
astray in the archives of the royal library in 
Berlin.“ 

Two Of those symphonies, No. 214 and 216, 
now have Been discovered. Both are youth- 
ful works 6f Mosart, and are supposed to 
date from 1770 of 1771, when the prodigy was 
being exploited through thé Italian cities. 

The newly found works will appeal as a 
#upplementary volume to the monumental 
Mozart edition ot Kochel.

“Why, certainly,” was his reply. He, 
however, stipulated 4 few conditions—name- 
ly: that traffic was not to be hindered, that 
there should be no long procession, and no 
banners, and that the organisers should 
undertake to control the manifestants. The 
stipulations were accepted, and there is 
every likelihood that things will go as 
smoothly as a picnic. 


Concessions Ascribed to Kaiser. 

These concessions, which revolutionise 
Prussian official methods, are escribed to 
the kaiser and Chancellor von Bethmann- 
Hollweg. Ultra-Conservatives are indig- 
nant. They see Prussia going to the dogs 
and the abandénment of everything that 
makes life worth living. 

The Social Democrats, through their organ, 
Vorwaerts, appeal to their followers to show 
by their discipline that all fears of harm re- 
sulting from the franchise reform demonstra- 
tions weré groundless and ridiculous.

Indorsed by Eugenics Expert. 
Those views were fully indorsed by Dr. 
David Heron of the Galton laboratory for 
national eugenics at University college, Lon- 
don, who was appealed to for an ampler state- 
ment of the facts. It was pointed out to him 
that the teaching of eugenics as to the in- 
feriority as a rule of the first born was di- 
rectly opposed to the popular idea that the 
“best come first.” 

“Popular opinion always is wrong,” said 
Dr. Heron. The first born in a family is

Dr. Heron referred to the conclusions ar- 
rived at on this subject by Prof. Kari Pear- 
son and expressed by him in a recent lecture 
at the eugenics laboratory. 


Eldest Born More Nervous. 

“If our observations are correct, and I 
believe them to be so,” said Dr. Pearson, 
“then the mental and physical condition of 
the first and second born members of a family 
is differentiated from that of later members. 
They are of a more nervous and less stable 
constitution. 

“We find that the neurotic, the insane, 
the tuberculous, and the albinotic are more 
frequent among the elder born. Dr. Goring’s 
results for criminality show the same law. 

“The result of this law is remarkable. It 
means that if you reduce the size of the 
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to the institution in return for a sum of 
money.

The Supreme court of Germany has handed 
down e decision that is not flattering, though 
it may be useful, to American dentists prac- 
ticing in that country. It has decided in 
effect that dentistry when practiced by the 
American is a trade, to be carefully distin- 
guished from the profession followed by the 
German dentists, who ere all approved.“ 

The German “ approved ’’ dentist is placed 
by the Supreme court in the general category 
of doctors, who are not to be regarded as 
traders. American dentists, whether doctors 
or not, are not, in the court's view, in the 
same class; they are not organized by the 
state and they ere not subject, like German 
doctors, to a special court of honor. 

They are consequently thrown into the 
category of “traders in healing,“ and can 
compete like other traders in the ways laid 
down by the civil law, by advertising, for 
example. 

As a matter of fact, the American dentist 
in Germany usually does a fine business, and 
no more frequently than German doctors or 
approved dentists falls short of the high 
standard of ethics and conduct that mark the

STATE ROW OVER STATUARY: 
OWNERSHIP QUESTION RAISED. 


Italy and Spain Wrought Up Over Two 
Valuable Busts Which Were Re- 
moved to Madrid. 


(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

ROME, April 8.—An interesting question 
has been raised as to the ownership of the 
art treasures by the removal to Spain of 
two marble busts by Bernini. 

These beautiful and valuable busts were 
in the Spanish church of Monserrato, and, 
being supposedly the property of Spain, were 
removed from the church to the Spanish 
embassy accredited to the vatican. 

After a time at the embassy they were 
shipped to Spain. When the authorities here 
became aware of the disappearance of the 
busts and discovered where they had gone, 


they demanded their immediate return to 


Rome from the o gallery in Madrid, 
where they had been set up. 

„The Spanish government made no trouble, 
as it was evident that they had been removed 
iNegally from Italy, but the question was 
where they should go on their arrival in 
Rome 


The Spaniards claimed they should be re- 


or imprisonment at hard labor for not less 
than five years, a fine of not less than 810 000.

But while the plans and photographs of 
fortifications and the military and naval se- 
crets of the United States obtained by the 
spies of Japan, or of any other foreign coun- 
try, are manifestly for use in the event of war 
against this country, the nations for whom 
the information is procured are not at the 
present moment enemies of the United States, 
and therefore the law of treason cannot be 
invoked in dealing with their offenses. 

England is similarly handicapped. True, in 
1889 the so-called official secrets law was 
enacted, which imposed penal servitude for 
life, or for a term of not less than five years, 
or imprisonment with or without hard labor 
for any term not exceeding two years, upon 
persons who give information to the ene- 
mies of the country, or who act as es, or 
who communicate to them plans and — 
of fortresses, dockyards, etc. The com- 
munication of official secrets to parties other 
than foreign states was rendered punish- 
able with imprisonment for a year, with or 
without hard labor, or by a fine, or by both. 

But the statute was so unsatisfactory, was 
so carelessly drawn up, and the leading ju- 
rists and judges pronounced it so clumsy, in- 
tricate, and altogether impracticable, that 
neither the bench nor the government has 
ever ventured to invoke it; not even in the 
most flagrant cases, 

— 

In fact, when some time ago a subject of 
King Edward, a servant of the state, was 
caught redhanded in the act of negotiating 
with a foreign government for the sale of the 
plans of the elaborate secret defenses of 
Gibraltar, and was found already to have 
disposed to the same government of the com- 
plete plans and defenses of Malta, he law 
officers of the crown, after consulting with 
the judges, came to the conclusion that it 
was impossible to punish the man under the 
official secrets law of 1889, and were obliged 
to content themselves with the mere charge 
of petty larceny, carrying with it not/more 
than a twelve months’ sentence. 

The case was tried before the la 
Chief Justice Coleridge, who, in 88 —— 
ment, administered to the prisoner verbal 
chastisement of the utmost severity, and ex- 
pressed his profound regret that the law did 
not permit him to punish the culprit accord. 
ing to his deserts. In another instance 
where a discharged member of the consular 
staff was found to have retained in his pos- 
session, illegally, the foreign office cipher 
books, and to be offering them for Sale to a 
foreign government, the only penalty that 
the courts were able to inflict upon him was 
that for unlawfully applying government

As far as ethics are concerned, there is no 
difference between espionage in war and 
espionage in peace, and all arguments to 
the contrary are set at rest by the standard 
works on the subject, notably by those of 
Capitaine de Chilli, of Montesquieu, of 
Buentschi in his codified International Law, 
by Frederick the Greet, and by Marshal 
Bugeaud. The only distinction between the 
two is that, whereas in war time espionage 
usually entails death to the spy, in peace tt 
is followgd everywhere by long terms of im- 
prisonment, save in the United States and 
in the British empire.

alone explain her great emigration. It is less 
than half as densely populated as Belgium, 
almost half that of England, and consider- 
ably Jess than that of Holland. It is only a 
little more densely populated than Germany. 
It is considerably in excess of the density per 
square mile in Austria, Switzerland, France, 
and Hungary. But when we compare Italy’s 
density of population with that of our own 
country, we find a great difference. Italy has 
approximately 110,000 square miles—the area 
of Nevada. It has less square miles than 
Arizona, New Mexico, Montana, California, 
or Texas. Its density of population, per 
square mile, is 306. We have only two states, 
Rhode Island and Massachusetts, which 
exceed this. If Texas were as densely popu- 
lated as Italy its inhabitants would equal 
those today foundin the whole United States. 

Density of population is fairly uniform 
throughout the departments of Italy. The 
least densely populated are Sardinia, Basilk 
cata, and Umbria. The most densely settled 
are Liguria, which contains the city of 
Genoa; Campania, with the city of Naples, 
and Lombardy, with the city of Milan. 


Emigration and Density Unrelated. 


Density of population furnishes no explana- 
tion for the number of emigrants by depart- 
ments. In the three least densely populated 
emigration varied from one for every 1,000 
inhabitants in Umbria to fourteen a thousand 
in Basilicata. Liguria, the most densely 
populated province in the kingdom, has an 
emigration of but two a thousand; Campania, 
second highest in density, has seven a thou- 
sand; Lombardy, third in density, hag but 
one a thousand. It must be remembered, 
however, that these figures are for the period 
1901-1907. During the next ten years they 
are certain to change. Slight emigration 
from any one province is as likely to mean 
that it has not yet got a good start as that 
it has reached its maximum. 

Italian population is fairly uniform. At 
any rate, its percentage of foreigners is small. 
numbering only about 60,000. Austrians, 
Swiss, Germans, English, and French pre- 
dominate in the order named. Of Italian 
subjects and those classified in Italian sta- 
tistics as Italians, there are about 90,000 Al- 
banians, 80,000 French, 31,000 Greeks, and 
6,000 Slavs. 

While the population today is nominally 
homogeneous. yet historically it is of diversi- 
fied origin. Only in the light of this fact can 
the past or the present political condition of

problems on whose wise solution its future 
may depend. Some of these problems are 
internal and local, easily eomperable with 
like discussions and diffienlities in other 
countries. Some ef them are imperial in 
character, having te do with the relation- 
ships between the mother country and de- 
pendencies or dominions widely scattered 
geographically. Others yet are of world 
type. affecting the position of Britaig 
among the powers which control world 
politics and world movements. 

The mere attempt to enumerate the con- 
spicuous topics of public concern indicates 
the complexity and the difficalty of the 
situation. There is no unity of feeling on 
any one theme. Party lines are sharply 
drawn, so that advance is possible only by 
temporary harmonizing of view and mu- 
tual coneessions for the sake of any prog- 
ress at all, The different aftitudes toward 
such matters as the incidence of taxation, 
education, lfeensing, nationalization of 
land or of railways, the policies of protes- 
tion or free trade, church disestahtishment, 
or unemployment may be cited for iilustra- 
tion. Discussions of this sort are taking 
place in many other countries, of course, 
but they are not so notably complicated 
by larger considerations which have to be 


kept in mind all the time. 


The Irish demand for home rule is not 
the only questien affecting the happiness 
and welfare ot the component parts of the 
empire. The needs of Canada and India 
are not the same, Policies which might 
work to advantage in South Africa might 
not be applicable to Australie or New Zea- 
land, The #eetionship of these great do- 
minions to the imperial power involves 


[many more matters than the shaging in 
outlays for imperial defense or péssibl 


representation in an imperial parliament, 
The need of statesmanship ot high. order 
and wisdom and prudence of the loftiest 
type was never greater for the British em- 
pire than now. Noting: the comparisons 
with conditions in 1776 or the suggestive 
maps of the world after the redistributions 
consequent upon the downfall of British 
imperial power which have appeared in 
continental papers, one cannot help think- 
ing of the etrength needed in the councils 
of the empire to avert disasters such as 
have been observed again and again in 
connection with the rise and fall of the 
world’s great nations. 

Local and imperial problems, however, 
are relatively unimportant when the out- 
look is widened to include the relationships 
of Great Britain with the other powers. 
The proposition to spend £40,000,000 for 
naval equipment and £28,000,000 more for 
the army points the way to continued 
enormous outlays if the proud title mis- 
tress of the seas is to be retained. Por- 
tents of many kinds arise to disturb. The 
danger of invasion from the continent, the 
new fear from the air, the possibility of 
loss of commercial supremacy, the recog- 
nition of notable changes in European con- 
ditions affecting relative importance in 
connection with the balance of power, and 
other similar topics of discussion empha- 
size the seriousness of the situation, It 
out of it all there comes the greater Brit- 
ain in which the optimistic publicists of 
England firmly believe, the continued dom 
inance of the nation in world affairs for 
many years will be assured.' But the ab-

WALDSEEMULLER’S MAP AND COL. 
ROOSEVELT’S DUTY.

@ great advertiser, 
Witness America, 
THE HELLENIC CRISIS. 

_ Byents ere portentous in Athens. The 
parlament has closed ite cession amid 
great enthugiasm, groused by the an- 
nounecament by King George of an early 
convoertion of the national assembly te 
consider revision of the constitution. The 
executive council of the Military league 
has proclaimed that the organisation has 
accomplished its purpose and will dis- 
solye. The two things go together, For 
when the king reached the conclusion that 
the only road to normal constitutional gov- 
ernment was that through the national as- 
sembiy, he made it 4 prerequisite po his 
consent that the league @isselve, On the 
surfece there ig reason for hope that the 
troubled affairs of the Hellenes may at 


last be quieted, But the watching world 


appreciates fully the possibilities of ill in 
the situation. : 

For months the Military league has con- 
trolled Greece. It has dictated the acts 
of parliament, nullified the power of the 
king, made and ugmade ministers, mus 
nled the press, and set at defiance the 
ideals of a constitutional government. Dar- 
ing all these months The Greek Orisis 
has been a standing headline used almost 
daily by prominent European journals, 
Hardly has one exciting episode ceased to 
interest readers before another one has 
happened. Discussions about Crete and 
its relationship te the Greek government 
have caused notes of complaint from tae 
Turks and notes of warning from the 
Cretan protecting powers. Again and 
again wer clouds have gathered ustil it 
hae seemed that all Burope might be ip- 
volved in conflict, some little incident being 
sufficient te cause the ignition of the com ; 
bustible materials which have been piling 
up in the near east. 

Now Military league, king, and leaders 
opposed to the league have united in sup- 
port of a national assembly to be twice as 
large in its membership as an ordinary 
parliament, and to undertake constitu- 
tional revision on such matters as irre- 
movability of judges, the electoral law, the 
law affecting recruiting, the law on the 
position of civil servants, the reéstablish- 
ment of the council of state, and the like, 
It is 4 curious situation, for the call fer 
the assembly is clearly contrary to the 
constitution, which provides for a three- 
fourths majority of all members of the 


+ house of representatives expressed in two 


successive representative periods and in- 
dicating tue particular acts to be revised. 

The king appreciates the fact that he is 
violating the constitution; so do the lead- 
ers of the opposition to the league; but 
they recognize that there has been no con- 
stitutional government for months and that 
the outcome of the assembly cannot be 
anything worse than that which has been 
experienced in recent months. The sinister 
words from the Military league council 
bring apprehension, “ The army will con- 
tinue to be the guardian of the national 
honor and ideals.” In that sentence the 
Jeremiahs find reason for doubting tue 
sincerity of the promise that the league 
will dissolve. There may be a new birth 
coming for Greece, or there may be revolu- 
tion. Considering the happenings of the 
last year hope runs ahead of the outlook 
at Athens. If events have a successful 
issue, Europe will rest easier. 


MISS PEABODY’S PRIZE. 

The award of a prize by the Shakspeare 
society of England to Miss Josephine 
Preston Peabody of Boston for her drama, 
“The Piper,” is a matter for sincere con- 
gratulation to all who hope for a higher 
standard of dramatic composition than is 
at present the rule. We may, indeed, be 
proud that of all the plays submitted in 
the competition one by an American au- 
thor should have carried off first honor. 

Taking a bit of threadbare folklore as 
familiar as your thumb, Miss Peabody has 
constructed a drama 90 original, so hu- 
man, and so moving that it appeals to all 
who have read it as one of the most defi- 
nite approaches to real literature Wich 
has been made in the stage writing of our 
time. Without conceding anything which 
impairs her work as a bit of literary art, 
she has yet. conformed sufficiently to the 
necessary conventions of the theater to 
make her play successful. It reads as 
though it would take on added charm with 
its lines in the mouths of performers.

fectly; stands high in the good graces of the German emperor, 
and ts handsome, high spirited, and cheerful, with hosts of 
friends. Moreover, he enjoys the somewhat unusual distinction 
of having added territory to the vast British empire by annex- 


ing Christmas island, where he hoisted the English flag in 1888.

Prince Anthony Albert Radsiwill, who is reported from Rome 
to be engaged to the youngest daughter of the late Edward 
Parker Deacon, is the eldest son and heir of the princely and 
ducal house of Radziwill, and it is easy to understand that the 
Radsiwill family should object to the match. For, in view of 
the fact that Bdward Parker Deacon died under restraint in a 
sanitarium, after the tragedy on the Riviera, which resulted in 
his Killing the well known French racing man, Abeille, and that 
young Prince Anthony’é father, Prince George Radziwill, hes 
deen confined for years in the celebrated asylum at Doebling, 
near Vienna, as the result of an attack of homicidal mania 


which culminated in several extraordinary shooting effrays, there 


would be every reason to fear that the offspring of such a union 
would be burdened from the cradle to the grave with a partic 
ularly strong taint of insanity. 

Prince George, who is now a Russian subject, is the eldest 
son of that Gen. Prince Anthony Radziwill, who was the fa- 
vorite A. D. C. ef old Emperor William, and of the widowed 
Princess Anthony, who still makes her home in the Radziwill 
palace on the Pariserplats, et Berlin. She is a sister of the 
Marquis de Castellane, but has little intercourse with her broth- 
er or her nephews, having become to all intents and purposes a 
German, and being a warm friend of the emperor and empress. 
Her eldest son George was formerly a lieutenant of the orack 
cavalry regiment of Gardes du Corps, but was obliged to leave 
the army in consequence of his reckless extravagance, both in 
private life and on the turf; an extravagance in which his halt 
Parisian, halt Polish ‘wife; Countess Marie Barnicka, partici- 
pated, and that his own father and the kaiser endeavored in 
vain to stem, their remafks on the subject exciting nothing but 
resentment. 

Having thus incurred imperial disgrace and being moreover 
estranged from his parents, George Radziwill found it prefer- 
able to leave Germany and to take up his residence on the 
anoestral estates of the family in Russia, becoming a Russian 
citizen. Subsequently Emperor William, with the object of 
pleasing Prince Anthony Radziwill, restored George's name 
to the German army, placing him, however, on the retired list. 
The change from the gay and fast life at Berlin and Potsdam 
to the selitude of the vast Radziwill estates in Poland in course 
of time affected the mind of the prince and he ended by be- 
coming e completely insane as to render his incarceration 
necessary. \

Princess George divides her time between her palace at War- 
saw and her palace at Rome, on the Via Boncompagni, and has 
been but little at Nieswiez, the great ancestral estate, or rather 
palace, in the province of Minsk, in Russian Poland, since it 
was attacked by insurgent peasantry, led by anarchists, three 
years ago and pillaged of most of its priceless treasures and 
partly destroyed by fire. 

Prince Anthony Albert, who is now 25, and who on the death 
of hia aMicted father will be rich, haz a cousin of the name of 
Prince Albert Radziwill, who was married in New York by the 
late Archbishop Corrigan to Miss Prudentic Milmo, sister of 
Mrs. Eugene Kelly of New York, and will, when his father dies, 
become sixteenth duke of Nieswiez, the dukedom having been 
conferred by Emperor Charies V. ot Germany. 

The Radziwilis have furnished several queens to Poland and 
can show a number of matrimonial alliances with the Hohen- 
zolierns. Thus, Prince John Radziwill married Princess Eliza- 
beth of Hohenzollern, daughter of the elector of Brandenburg, 
in 1618. Prince Louls of Hohensollern, son of another elector 
of Brandenburg, wedded Princess Charlotte Radziwill in 1681, 
while in 1796 Prince Anthony Radziwill, the great-great-grand- 
father of the suitor of Miss Deacon, married Princess Frederica 
of Prussia, daughter of Frederick the Great's younger brother, 
Prince Augustus.

We of Chicago look first at the plaster 
modet and elevation of the Harper Memorial 
library for the University of Chicago, which 
seems pleasing and graceful but not exciting 
as an important member of a large archi- 
tectural scheme. The same architects show 
a model of their delicately proportioned 
Crane house, another essay in the same style, 
now almost corapieted on the Lake Shore 
drive.. And Crane, Goodhue, and Ferguson's 
community house for the Paulist Fathers is 
a charming bit of Gothic design. 

There is a number of good colonial houses, 
spacious and stately amid their gardens and 
broad acres, Those of les A. Platt are 
remarkable for beauty and dignity, and for 
the complete marriage of house and garden 
which they achieve. Also certain designs for 
modest little houses delight me. Lawrences 
Buck, Spencer & Powers, and Charles . 
White Jr. furnish some of these, often in the 
shape of water color sketches, whose seduc- 
tive charm makes one almost forget what 
they stand for, 

Skyscrapers arerarethis year. Marshall & 
Fox’e Blackstone hotel and Jarvis Hunt's 
thirty-six story project for a bank in New 
York both look well proportioned on paper, 
with clever groupings of stories. But the 
mansard is a dangerous experiment in these 
huge buildings; the Blackstone hardly works 
out se well as it promised. 

Of the sculpture exhibits the inadequate 
design for thé Andersonville monument has 
already been commented on. Per the 
most interesting model shown is Lotado 
Taft's project for a soldiers’ monument in 
Albany.

An illustration of this saving in time and 
of crop yield. as a consequence is cited by 
Mr. Pearson as having occurred in the Last 
Mountain valley. Here an entire section of 
rich wild land—640 acres—was broken in 
twenty-two hours, three large steam plows 
working continuously. A six horse team 
with a modern gang plow of largest capacity 
would have required a month, Sundays in- 
cluded, to perform the work. A man work- 
ing with a team and the old fashioned plow 
of fifteen years ago, where the plowman 
walked, would have requirod 213 days, or 
even months, to do the work. | 

The average day's work of the tractor 
plow operating in big flelde is twenty-three 
acres for the moldboard plows used almost 
exclusively in‘the northwest and twenty-six 
acres for the disk plows used almost ex- 
clusively in the-southwest, where the soil is 
lighter and looser. 

In 1900, about the time when the steam 
plow became practicable, there were lees 
than 2.500.000 acres in wheat in all of west- 
ern Canada. In 1908 there were 7,058,111 
acres in the three provinces of Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan, and Alberta, which yielded a 
total of 144,279,707 bushels—more than the 
entire German empire. 

The tractorg for plowing cost from 31.500 
to $6,000, with an additional 6500 for mi- 
cellaneous equipment, and the prices charged 
by tractor plowing outfits, range from 75 
cents to 85 an atre. The cost of power plow- 
ing is about the same or a few cents less 
per acre than any. other kind, but the great 
saving is in the time cgnsumed. A forty 
acre corn field in Illinois can be plowed in 
two days and the land seeded at exactly the 
right time.

A few 
small filing devices, card indexes, and the 
like were carried in stock in the store, and 
Brown happened to be standing by one day 
while one of the clerks made a sale.

Odd Duty of Washington Woman. 
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RESIDENT TAFT has just delegated 
the authority to affix his official sig- 
nature to a woman, 
former comrade in the government 
service in the Philippines, There is 
in the post the element of great trust and 
the novelty of the delegation of an unusual 
authority. But back of it there is more. 
There is an insight into the intimate side of 
the character of the chief executive—a side 
that is large in its remembrance of old 
triends and its loyalty to them. 

The woman in question ig Mrs. James A. 
Le Roy. The duty that is assigned to er is 
that of affixing the signature cf the presi- 
dent to the patents issued by the land office. 
Of these there are some 6,000 a month. This 
many times in each thirty days will Mrs. Le 
Roy write the name of the president. This 
is her ‘sole duty, and when it Is finished she 
may darn the gere ot her children or 
perform any other that her personal 
desires may dictate. 

When Mr. Taft firet went to the Philippines 
there crossed. over on the same boat James 
A. Le Roy and his young wife. Mr. aft 
came to know them all well. Later Mr. Le 
Roy was secretary to Dean Worcester, one 
of the Philippine co Ssioners. But oefore 
leaving the states Mr. Le Roy had been 
a newspaper man in Detroit and other lake 


cities and a correspondent in Washington. ; 


Because of this it ‘devolved upon him to har d 
out the news of the administration of the 
islands. For some years he was known as 
the Associated Press of the Philippines. 

Later Mr. Le Roy's health failed and he 
returned to the states, going to New Mexica 
to recuperate. From this. point he was ap- 
pointed to a place in the consular service 
and served the nation in Mexico for some 
years, dying a year ego.

HY should the girl despair who has 
been told that she must live out of 
doors that summer if ehe is to keep 
that ‘most precious of boons— 
health? 

If she has savings in the bank that will 
tide her over this critical time, draw on them 
freely with no fear of the future. That can 
safely be trusted to look out for itself, if 
health be hers; if mot, the savings will go 
for medicine with no power to make more. 

The reason so many women break irre- 
mediably is that (hey are not willing togam- 
ble on the future. They hang on long after 
they should rather than take chances. To 
keep well as a worker requires much of the 
same trait@eas to be a good poker player. 

So if you have the savings and must lay 
off fora few months do so cheerfully without 
weakening worry. Go to the best climate 
you know for your particular case and live a 
restful, peaceful, health bringing life in the 
open air. 

When there are no savings then indeed is 
the necessity of rest to be dreaded. Even so. 
a bright. capable girl can find waye to build 
herself up. obey her doctor, and not be an 
object of charity.

Curtains Quickly Done Up. 

Among flat dwellers the woman without 
curtain stretchers is legion. But lace cur- 
tains may be done up beautifullpand quickly 
in the following way: Stafch the curtains 
and pin down, one at a time, on a sheet spread 
over a heavy rug or carpet. Lay a piece of 
heavy white muslin over curtain, and fron 
with hot irons till dry enough. Takeout pins 
and put curtain on ironing board and Iron till 
dry, straightening out lace or insertion pat- 
tern. Pin down another curtain, and iron 
as before. By this method three pairs of 
curtains can be done in half a day. 

To prevent the saggy kind of curtains 
from sagging, thread sewing machine with 
fine thread, make stitch long and tension 
loose, and put two rows of stitching near the 
edge. up both sides, and across bottom of 
curtain before hanging.

The alteration must have been 
made immediately after the Lincoln assassination, for 
in the spring of 1865 the picture was on sale.

Its dignified and solemn nature instantly won for it 
popular success, It represented Lincoln in the mood in 
which all the couatry loved to think of him at that 
moment, serious and yet kindly, - enveloped in the 
solemnity of statesmanship and yet human, and it 
began at once to outsell all other likenesses. By the 
middle of the summer its success had become phenom- 
nal. The windows of stores were filled with it, boys 
sold it on the streets, canvassers and agents sold it 
tHreughout the country districts, and in countless 
American homes it occupied the highest place of honor. 

Now comes the researcher with his discovery. Dr,

*The Rev. Mr. Cunningham, a retired Presbyterian 
minister of this city, some years ago drew attention to 
the singular combination of this engraving. He learned 
the facts in regard to it shortly after the assa’sination 
of Lincoln. He was then a young man ¢@ttending. ooi- 
lege in western Pennsylvania and selling the Lincoln 
portrait in one of his vacations. One of these he. took 
to a picture dealer té have framed. The dealer stated 
that it was remarkable that the portrait should have 
so large a sale, and drew attention to the fact that it 
had been made by substituting the head of Lincoln for 
that of Calhoun in an old engraving. 

It seems that in his haste to get out a strikiny 
portrait the engraver utilized the one that had already 
been made of Calhoun. This picture was formerly quite 
common, I am told, but I know of no duplicate of the 
one in our library.

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The work of reclamation services is one of the most 
stupendous and far reaching ever undertaken by the 
government. The reclamation act was made u law on 
June 17, 1902, when President Roosevelt signed the bill. 
This law provided that all money receivéd from the 
sale Of publie lands in nineteen western states should 
be set aside as a epecial fund te be known as the 
“reclamation fund,” to be used for the construction o“ 
irrigation works and the reclamation of arid and semi- 
arid lands; and that the lands so reclaimed should de 
subject to homestead entry without any charge, except 
that the settler must pay in not more than ten annual 
installments, witheut interest, his proportion of the 
amount expended in reclaiming nis land. 


Under thé provisions of this act the reclamation serv- 
fee has expended ficarly $50,000,000 upon thirty-two iIr- 
rigation projects in Arizona, California, Colorado, 
Idaho, Kansas, Montane; Nebraska, New Mexico, North 
Dakota, Oregon, South Dakota, Utah, Washington, and 
Wyoming. 

Bome. of these projects have been completed, and the 
lands under them are being cultivated. Others are par- 
tially completed. Upon several others only the prelim- 
inary work has been done. When all of them are com- 
pleted the service will have reclaimed approximately 
9,900,000 acres of land at a cost of about $100,000,000.

These he crosses at right angles 
with other osidrs, holding the thick ends toward him and setting his foot upon 
them, then he weaves each of these alternately over and under the lengthwise 
parallel pieces, and holds them fast in this way. Now the end of one of the trans- 
verse rods is woven over and under the lengthwi-e parallel pieces all around the 


~ bottom till the whole rod is worked tn. The same is done with the next trans- 


verse rod, and then the next, and additional osiers uatil the bottom of the basket 
is as big as desired. 

When the bottom is finished the sharpened large ends of a sufficient number 
ot long, stout osiers are driven in between the rods at the bottom from the edge 
toward the center, to form the ribs or sKeleton of the sides. Between these ribs 
other rods are woven in till the basket is high enough. To finish the edge the 


ends of the ribs are turned down over each other and thus compactly united. The

It was too dark to see my sights plainly, but I 
shot at both of the jackals and sent them slinking 
away. I didn’t go over to see if the little oribi 
was still alive, for I was certain that it had been 
killed. If it were dead I didn’t want to see it and 
could not help either it or its mother; if it were 
alive its mother could get it sataly away from the 
jackals. Since that moment I have hated jackals 
above all animals, not even excepting the odious 
hyena, and it is the chief regret of my hunting 
experience in East Africa that I did not kill those 
two cowardly vandals. 

When the American reader picks up his paper 
and reads that Col. Roosevelt has shot a Uganda 
cob it is quite natural that he should not know 
what kind of a thing a cobis.
